Gen. March read an official state- 
‘ment showing that on Aug. 1, the 
‘American army numbered 3,012,112 
men, divided as follows: 

American expeditionary force and 
en route overseas, 1,501,742. 

In the United States and insular 
possessions, 1,432,706. .

664. 

In addition, there are about 15,000 
marines serving with the expedition- 
ary force. 

For the present it is planned to 
Bend 250,000 men monthly to France, 
Gen. March stated, adding: 

“But we hope to increase that in 
the spring.” 

The 80-division plan, Gen. March 
paid, depended upon shipping facili- 
ties, but he added: 

“T might as well say right here, 
frankly, that the program of Mr. 
Schwab will take care of the army 
program and gain on it.”

Lieut. G. A. Bilsbarrow First 
Commissioned Man of St. 
Louis Guard to Lose Life. 


First Lieut. George A. Bilsbarrow 
of L Company, 138th Infantry, is 
dead from wounds received in action 


July 14, according to War Depart- 
ment notification which has reached 
his wife, who lives at 4745A Vernon 
avenue. 

Lieut. Bilsbarrow’s name was con- 
tained among the wounded in the 
official casualty list of July 23. His 


corded in the list. He was the senior 
First Lieutenant of the regiment. 
He is the first commissioned offi- 
cer of the former St. Louis National 
Guard regiments, and the fifth com- 
missioned officer from this city to 
lose his life at the front. To date 
47 St. Louisans have made the su- 
preme sacrifice in France, and of 
these seven were members of the 
138th Infantry. 

Lieut. Bilsbarrow was -28 years 
old and was First Lieutenant of D 
Company, First Missouri, going with 
this command to the Mexican border. 
His mother, Mrs. George Bilsbarrow, 
of Nashville, Tenn., formerly of 3420 
Cambridge avenue, Maplewood, died 
May 2 last, when Lieut. Bilsbarrow 
was on the ocean, going to France. 
Lieut. Bilsbarrow was married Dec. 
2 last to Miss Flora Gray, whom he 
had met at a regimental review at 
the armory three years ago. She is 
a native of France, her father being 
English.

McMahon ‘of the 138th, was Private 
Walter J. Hatzfeld, 24, 2323 South

They 
were joined by a fourth man who 
had been waiting outside and they 
jumped jinto’a waiting automobile 
and drove south on Broadway. 

or Tire Stolen From Garage. : 

Edward Kuhs of 6538 Church road, 
proprietor of the garage, went there 
after the shooting and found that an 
extra tire had been stolen from his 
automobile. 

The order for Ortel’s arrest is 
based on the assertion of Charles 
Ossyra, manager of the garage, who 
said that last Friday afternoon Ortel 
entered the garage and used the tele- 
phone. He said he heard Ortel say, 
“Call Frank Anthonis to the phone.” 

Frank Anthonis has been arrested 
with Ortel in several robbery cases 
and is now serving a term in the 
workhouse on a charge of automo- 
bile theft.. Supt. Morgan. of the 
workhouse told the police it would 
have been impossible for Anthonis to 
have answered Ortel’s telephone call 
as he is confined in a cell. No record 
of anyone having asked that Antho- 
nis be called to-the telephone Friday 
could be found at the workhouse. 

Ortel Now Under Sentence. 

Ortel is under a two-year peni- 
tentiary sentence for robbery and is 
out on an appeal bond. In May he 
offered a reward of $25 for anyone 
who would help him enlist in the 
army. A city detective had him fill 
out an enlistment application blank. 

When it was learned that he was 
in the draft age, he was required to 
make out a questionnaire. Because 
of his criminal record he was then 
placed in a deferred classification.

The Americans have protective 
measures against gas attacks worked 
down to such a system that they are 
not bothering them materially. On 
one occasion the Americans wore gas 
masks and continued working on a 
bridge which the engineers were 
building across the Vesle, notwith- 
standing the gas turned against them 
by the enemy. 

Anti-aircraft guns and shrapnel 
drove over the enemy aviators who 
were trying to point out locations 
for attack by enemy guns and finally 


the gas shells ceased falling. The 
next morning the bridge had virtual- 
ly been completed. 

While the heavy guns have been 
barking at each other across the 
Vesle, American patrols have been 
particularly busy keeping informed 
of the enemy infantry movement and 
ascertaining generally what the en- 
emy is accomplishing. 

A Captain’s Adventure. 

A few days ago an infantry Cap- 
tain while reconnoitering killed at 
least two Germans, and in order to 
escape hid in a shell hole for 13 
hours while the midsummer sun beat 
down upon him. Here is the Cap- 
tain’s official report of his experi- 
ence: 

“The patrol consisting of myself 
and two Corporals started at 38 
o’clock in the morning to ascertain 
whether the Germans had retired.

French Penetrate Two Miles at Some

Regarding exemption of married 
men, Secretary Baker was closely ex- 
amined by committee members. Rep- 
resentative Tilson of Connecticut 
suggested that many men are being 
married to evade the new draft and 
that the bill should provide that 
those married after the new bill was 
introduced should not be exempt. 
Baker said such a rigid provision of 
the law was unnecessary; that the 
department could disregard all mar- 
riages made to evade the new law. 

As to how long before men called 
under the new jaw will go across, 
Baker. said not more than six 
months’ ‘training would be given at 
home. 

Reference to Students. 

In extending the draft ages, Sec- 
retary Baker said, suspension of 
academic education is an “unsolved 
problem” of the situation, and that 
it would be most unfortunate to have 
all collegiate education stopped. 

He believed there still would be 
many youths left at school, but was 
against exemption of college students 
as a class, as “thoroughly undemo- 
cratic.” Scientifically trained ex- 
perts, however, are needed and edu- 
cation of such men must be con- 
tinued to an extent. Men injured 
in the war wilt be sent to colleges 
after they recover, the Secretary ¢x- 
plained, and thus to some extent fill 
up academic institutions. 

Regarding present exemptions of 
divinity students, he said, their draft 
for army chaplains is being urged. 

The department's plans, Baker 
said, are to call all the younger men 
by the middle of next year—but sub- 
stantially after the school year is 
through. 

Gen. Crowder interjected that the 
mew program is expected to raise 2,- 
300,000 men by June 30, 1919, and 
that it is proposed to call 2,000,000 
men by that time. 

Navy Favors: Volunteering. 

On the question of volunteer en- 
listments, Baker said the navy op- 
poses prohibiting volunteer enlist- 
ments. He pointed out that the bill 
would place every man between 18 
and 45 under control of the War 
Department, and that it would be 
possible for him and Secretary Dan- 
fels to work out in harmony a pro- 
gram to supply men for the navy for 
the fighting branch and also the mer- 
chant ship service.

Germans Seex Indemnity. 


The Germans are trying to absorb 
materials by forcing the Bolsheviki 
to pay $4,000,000,000 indemnity in 
cloth and leather, which the depots 
in Moscow alone are sufficient to 
supply. It is reported the Germans 
are gaining control of the Moscow- 
Orcha railroad, facilitating the trans- 
port. The Germans, seeing the Bol- 
sheviki power threatened and know- 
ing the anti-German character of the 
“army of the constitutional govern- 
ment,” which in July began to ad- 
vance up the Volga, feel they must 
get quick action on the Moscow de- 
pots, but the Bolsheviki, pushed hard 
by them, are stubbornly unwilling to 
yield all connections to the Germans, 
the Volga army and the allies. They 
will receive more considerate treat- 
ment from us despite their constant 
enmity. 

The general railroad strike in 
Ukraine has paralyzed the transport. 
While the railroad men-are anti- 
German, they are not the cause of 
the present trouble, which is due to 
the economic disturbance caused by 
the German occupation. This made 
it difficult to pay the railroad men 
enough to live on, the Germans 
requisitioning and raising the prices 
of necessities. If the economic diffi- 
culty is overcome, however, the anti- 
German feeling is still sufficient to 
continue the strike which is stopping 
German shipments from Ukraine. 


BROOKLYN NEWS DEALERS VOTE 
TO END SALE OF HEARST. PAPERS 


Action of Association Said to Be Due 
to Methods of Publishers in Try- 
ing to Push Sales. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Eighty 
Brooklyn news dealers, all members 
of the Brooklyn News Dealers’ As- 
sociation, met last night and voted 
unanimously to stop selling the 
Hearst newspapers and magazines, 
beginning this morning. 

Joseph A. Sultan, who presided at 
the meeting, said that the action 
was being taken as a measure of 
self-protection, because the business 
of the news dealers had been injured 
by agents of Hearst. 

He asserted that Hearst agents at- 
tempted to force them to buy more 
Hearst papers than they were able 
to sell and to discriminate in favor 
of the American and Journal and 
against other newspapers. 

If news dealers refused to buy ex- 
tra copies of the Hearst papers and 
try to force their sale, he asserted, 
men were hired to stand around their 
places of business selling newspapers 
to their customers and hurting their 
business. 

Other dealers said they were ban- 
ning Hearst papers for patriotic rea- 


sons.

The story revealed by Smith and | 


by the corroborative testimony in 
the subsequent investigation was 
this: Consul-General Bopp discov- 
ered that the California Powder 
Mills at Pinole, across the bay from 
San Francisco, was manufacturing 
powder for the use of the Russians 
on the eastern front in Europe, and 
that this powder was being shipped 
from Tacoma and Seattle to Vladi- 
vostok. One particularly ‘arge ship- 
ment was under way and he wanted 
to stop it. He employed C. C. Crow- 
ley, who had been for many years 
head detective for the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad but lately discharged 
for grafting, to undertake this job 
along with several others. Crowley 
lived in the Hotel Gartland in San 
Francisco, and bought his cigars at 
a little German stand across the 
street. Through this German, who 
was also patronized by Smith, Crow- 
ley learned that Smith had been em- 
ployed recently in the California 
Powder Mills but was out of a job. 
Crowley introduced himself to Smith 
and first gave him the task of going 
pack to the mill and finding out ex- 
actly how the powder for Russia was 
being routed. He gave Smith several 
hundred dollars, and the next day 
Smith’s former fellow employes were 
astonished to see him ride up to the 
works in an automobile, completely 


outfitted in new clothes and flourish- 


ing a roll of bills big enough to 
make them gasp. Smith soon found 
how the powder was packed and 


towed by sea to Tacoma for loading 
there on ships for Vladivostok. 


Bombs for Powder Ships. 


FEW days later Crowley told 

Smith to go to Tacoma and 
register at the Donnelly Hotel, and 
that he would join him there, going 
by another train. There they would 
manufacture bombs of a type which 
Smith had devised, and Smith was 
to place these bombs on the ships 
that would carry the powder to Rus- 
sia. 


A 
Smith took his wife to Tacoma. 
They registered at the Donnelly Ho- 
tel, but as they soon discovered they 
would have to spend some time in 
the city, they took an apartment. 


Smith and Crowley were constantly 
meeting and between them surveyed 
all the shipping in the harbor and 
found out when the boats would sail 
and what they were carrying. The 
barge load of powder from California 
was towed into the harbor while they 
were there, and anchored in mid- 
stream to await the lightering of its 
cargo to the transpacific ships. 
These ships proved to be the Kifuku 
Maru and the Shinséi Maru (Jap- 
anese), the Hazel Dollar, an Ameri- 
can boat flying the British flag, and 
the’Talthybius, a British ship. Smith 
undertook to place bombs on all of 
them. 


What Smith actually did was to 
visit small stores in Tacoma and near 
Seattle and buy regular commercial 
40 per cent dynamite in sticks, tell- 
ing the storekeepers that He was 
clearing a farm and wanted the 
dynamite for use in blowing up 
stumps. He loaded a lot of it into 
an old suit case and left Crowley one 
afternoon, telling him he was going 
to place this on one of the ships 
that night. Instead, he went out into 
the woods with it, cached it undeg a 
log, the position of which he fixed in 
memory by a big stump_and a tree 
that had a big rock in its fork, then 
walked on down to the railroad 
track, carrying his suit case, and 
later threw the suit case away down 
an embankment. He reported to 
Crowley that he had not been able 
to get anything on the Kifuku Maru, 
which was the first to sail, but that 
he hads«“‘fixed” the Hazel Dollar and 
Shinsei Maru and the Talthybius.

This message was, of course, from 
S..ith and was in the crude code that 
had been agreed upon.

“Box 244” was 
the postoffice address through which 
Smith could be reached, and “five 
days” was the probable sailing date 
of the Kifuku. 


It so happened, however, that @ 
|few hours after Smith had sent this 
telegram Crowley arrived in Tacoma. 
Crowley was always full of fears that 
he would be detected, and he was 
afraid of the message that Smith 
had sent He, therefore, immediate- 
ly telegraphed to Mrs. Cornell to go 
to the Garland Hotel in San Fran- 
cisco and get this telegram, and tele- 
graphed also to the hotel to give it to 
her when she called. 

Between 1 and 2 o'clock in the 
morning of Sunday, May 30 (Decora- 
tion day) everybody in Tacoma and 
Seattle was jarred from his slumbers 
by a terrific explosion in the harbor. 
The scow load of powder had disap- 
peared in one grand flash, crash and 
cloud of smoke, carrying witp it the 
night watchman who had been liv- 
ing on it. One hundred thousand 
dollars’ worth of plate glass in Ta- 
coma and Seattle was destroved and 
news of the explosion was tele- 
graphed to the papers all over the 
country.

He learned that he had gone on to 
New York, leaving as his forwarding 
address simply “Station L, General 
Delivery, New York.” Smith had 
two causes for anxiety. In the first 
place he had not heard from his 
wife and did not know whether she 
had arrived safely. Consequently on 
June 18th he had telegraphed to a 
friend in New York: 

“Can you give my wife’s address.

To Crowley the second sentence 
was plain enough, but the first one 
was unintelligible, so he wired Smitt.: 

“Do not understand message. Let 
me know if you are coming here. Im-

Smith did not dare to explain by 
telegraph what the matter was, but 
he had become convinced that de- 
tectives were on his trail and that 
he had been followed all the way 
from Tacoma to Chicago. He had 
suddenly decided to give them the 
slip and temporarily to break his con- 
rection with Crowley until Crowley 
should be at a safer place for him to 
get in touch with him again.

The aforesaid commission found that on 
its “fair” valuation, the company had 
earned more than $1,000,000 above a rea- 
sonable return of 6 per cent, and suggest- 
ed three methods by which this excess 
might be corrected: Absorption in taxes or 
profit-sharing with the city; reduction in 
fares, or by furnishing better service, or 
by any two or all three of these methods. 
Nothing of the kind was done, however, 
but evidently the opportunity of excess 
earnings was ‘‘capitalized’’ by increasing 
the stocks and bonds to $104,380,300. 
This means that more interest must be 
paid and more dividends must be obtained, 
if possible, otherwise the “innocent’”’ pur- 
chaser of securities would suffer a loss. 
And thus, even if it were possible, with a 
2-cent fare, on account of increasing pop- 
ulation, for the property to earn a fair re- 
turn on the real value, another “commis- 
sion” found that a 5-cent fare will not 
earn a reasonable return on a “‘capitaliza- 
tion”’ of $104,380,300, and obligingly raised 
the fare to 6 cents. 

This increase in fares is almost $1,000,- 
000 greater than the increase in wages,

The President has finally announced that 
the American military policy from this time 
on is centered on the Western front, and we 
have declined to be diverted from that one 
thing. The War Department has now adopted 
this as a policy, and it is the policy of the

Your appeal in an editorial of Friday 
evening for ‘‘cheap milk on the cash-and- 
carry basis.for the children of the poor’ 
will undoubtedly receive immediate con- 
sideration from those having the solution 
of the milk problem in charge. But I sub- 
mit that the need of the poor, though, of 
course, serious, is not the sole reason for 
the widespread interest in the cost of milk. 

There persists a conviction that the dis- 
tribution of milk is ‘extravagant, unscien- 
tific and wasteful. Instead of changing the 
system of distribution only in the so-called 
poor districts, why not,require the dairies 
to open all their stations for 10c cash-and- 
carry milk (5 cents deposit on bottle) be- 
tween the hours of 7 to 9 a. m., 11 a. m. to 
1 p. m. and 6 to 7 p. m.? After this has 
been done, then a plan can be devised for 
still further extending cash-and-carry dis- 
tribution so that every part of the city can 
be adequately supplied. 

Before we talk about a necessity for 
charity, let us be certain that we have 
done away with profiteering and costly 
inefficiency. When economically efficient 
milk distribution has been accomplished, 
and justice to the consumer thereby estab- 
lished, perhaps there will be somewhat 
less need for charity.

It was the one tangible and abiding evidence 
that, in the realm of letters, St. Louis was no 
mean city. One could take a skeptical wayfarer 
from some other place out there and show him. 
There were a few persons and at. least one ghost 
available from time to time—Billy Reedy, Zoe 
Akins, Sara Teasdale, Orrick Johns, Dave O'Neill, 
Father Wilbur, Denton J. Snider, Patience Worth 
and others—but what are persons compared with 
a hallowed manuscript? Persons have a way of 
leaving the city just when you want them most, 
but a library is fairly dependable. And now even 
the library disappears.

WHY CITIES ARE HOT. 

Our cities are too hot in summer because they 
lack adequate shade. What real shade means 
Prof. William Beebe tells us in a book on “‘Tropi- 
cal Wild Life in British Guiana.” Mr. Beebe is 
Curator of the Tropical Research Station on the 
Mazaruni River, established by the New York 
Zoological Society. 

Speaking of his experience in the jungle, Prof. 
Beebe says that the temperature underneath the 
thick roof of greenery made up of the mingled 
tree tops, vines and air plants, stands at an aver- 
age of 78 degrees. This is right under the equa- 
tor. That the complete shade is the cause of 
this comparatively low temperature he found out 
by shifting his thermometer. He says that, with- 
out getting up from his seat in the shade, he 
reached out and placed the thermometer in the 
sun, a distance of 36 inches. In a short time it 
had risen to 147 degrees, showing a difference 
between the ‘shade and the sunlight of 69 de 
grees. In calling attention to this, he says that 
he frequently had to endure a temperature of 
105 in American cities, in the shade, such as it 
was. 

We cannot expect our shade trees to compete 
with the tropical jungles in producing shade. 
But the facts above stated show the impor- 
tance of having plenty of the best shade trees 
and of keeping them in a healthy condition so 
that they will help to reduce the temperature in 
heated spells. We have not enough shade trees. 
and on many streets they are so neglected that

HERE is a hospital in a suburb of 
Paris into\which French wounded 
have been flowing steadily ever since the 
war began. The arrival and unloading of 
ambulances there are matters of no more 
interest to the people living near by than 
the passing of a street sprinkler. 
While the flow of the American back- 
wash from Chateau-Thierry was on I went 
out to that hospital as I had gone many 
times before. A crowd of boys and women 
and old men were gathered at the gate.

Here, where the backwash flows so 
far from the home and family, the women 


of France stand by the way and pay their

Wipe, and remove thin slices from 
stem end of six medium sized toma- 
toes.

If sun drying is interrupted by 
cloudy weather or showers, while 
the corn still has much water, dry- 
ing should be continued over the 
stove or in the oven or the product 
may spoil.
